STEF IN FOKKKJN POLICY 
There will be n o n aval air base on the islan d of Guam 
This d ecision was mad e by a Con gress which has been 
mystified by the Presid en t's secret foreign policy. 
Guam lies about 6.000 miles west of Californ ia. 
It is 
in the mid st of islan d s man d ated to Japan after the World 
war, an d subject to fortification by the Japs if they have n ot 
alread y established such protection . 
At first, when the subject of establishin g a n aval an 
base at Guam was broached there were reports that such a 
d efen se was d esired bv the Un ited States n avy. Therefore we 
favored the air base, on the groun d that the n avy kn ows its 
busin ess. 
We still are in favor of establishin g a n aval air 
base at Guam if the n avy high comman d so d esires. 
But it appears that the Presid en t, Secretary Ickes an d 
Sen ator Key Pittman have been talkin g too much. 
They 
have cocked their eyes at the d ictators an d screamed for 
d efen ses at home, kn owin g that the d ictators could n 't lan d 
a man on Un ited States soil even if they d ared turn their 
backs on Russia, En glan d an d Fran ce for a military cam­ 
paign again st this hemisphere. 
This action of the Sen ate marks a turn in Un ited States 
foreign policy. 
It has n ot been d ictated by the Presid en t, 
n or by Secretary Ickes n or Mr. Pittman , 
The House an d 
Sen ate have taken a han d , an d to our n otion it is a step 
toward world peace. 
It is an in d ication that the Con gress lias n o d esire t ( 
co-operate in the Presid en t’s mysterious foreign policy, 
which in clud es makin g war plan es available to Fran ce even 
before they are available to the Un ited States forces. 
It is a formal n otification to Britain an d Fran ce of a 
fact which they d o n ot always recogn ize, n amely that if the 
Presid en t of the Un ited States aims to commit American 
boys an d American mon ey to make the world safe for such 
d emocracy as is represen ted by the foreign d ebt d od gers, 
the American Con gress has the fin al say-so; an d it has 
said “NO!” 
However, if our Japan ese frien d s feel we are afraid to 
fortify Guam, let them keep that jubilation un d er their hats. 
On e peep of boastin g by these Orien tal jun kers an d we will, 
likely as n ot. fortify everythin g in sight. 
The step toward American isolation should n ot gratify 
Hitler an d Mussolin i. Nobod y over here aims to help them. 
We merely are reassertin g our aloofn ess from Europe's 
squabbles. 
These quarrels have been goin g on more than 2,000 
years. An issue will bo raised an d settled in this gen eration , 
an d it will arise for resettlemen t in the n ext un til people lerun 
to give as well as take. There is n o imperative reason lor 
this immed iate gen eration of American s to in terfere 


ASYLUM FOR REFUGEES 
Human itarian con sid eration s have prompted some d e­ 
man d for revision of immigration laws so as to permit r ef u ­ 
gees from German y an d Austria to en ter the Un ited States 
as can d id ates for citizen ship. 
It is a touchy question upon which legislators would hes­ 
itate lon g before votin g either way. Theoretically we ought 
to open the d oors of this lan d of n n lk an d hon ey for op­ 
pressed peoples. Actually the lan d of milk an d hon ey has 10 
to 12 million of its own citizen s livin g on charity, an d hun ­ 
d red s of thousan d s eatin g away their resources. 
We have 
the CCC established to provid e occupation for youths who 
n ever have had a real job. Every commun ity has its quota 
of men past 40 who, if con d ition s con tin ue as at presen t, 
n ever will have an other real job. 
To support these people an d main tain its own 
g o v e r n ­ 
men t. the New Deal is spen d in g far more than its reven ue. 
We d o n ot lack sympathy for Europe’s persecuted 
min orities. 
On ly half of them are said to be Jews, so the 
Semetie issue applies on ly half-way, even with those who 
recogn ize the issue at all. 
The fact Is that the Un ited States has n o n ew lan d . 
Trad ition ally, oppressed peoples have had some place to go 
when arrivin g here. Con d ition s have chan ged 
On the other han d En glan d an d Fran ce have n ew lan d s. 
They have rich colon ies with in valuable resources. 
They 
have whole areas which they might aban d on to refugees. 
True, such proced ure would mean a chan ge in the man n er of 
livin g of these person s, but the origin al refugees who set­ 
tled in this coun try chan ged their man n er of livin g. 
Or South America might welcome them. 
The state of 
Brazil has vast region s n ever explored . That coun try could 
support 606 million s of refugees with east*. 


( MANGE THE SCENERY 
Maybe it’s just the absen ce of Mr. Roosevelt. 
But on ly a lew d ays ago it appeared that the Un ite* 
States was goin g to have to buckle on its sword again an d 
make the world safe for d emocracy. 
With rejection of the 
Guam appropriation an d an in ten se uproar in Con gress 
over secret d iplomacy, the Presid en t took a vacation . 
An d n ow th** stage settin g is d ifferen t. Forgotten , ap­ 
paren tly, is the black threat to d emocracy, an d in its place 
is the n eed tor con fid en ce an d co-operation . 
W e read that several con servative Democrats have con ­ 
ferred with a \iew to repealin g some of the Roosevelt errors. 
Their attitud e seems to be that sin ce con fid en ce an d co-op­ 
eration are asked , somethin g ought to be d on e to earn them. 
It may be on ly a Hash in the pan . a slight step toward 
restoration of san e govern men t that will fizzle out when 
Mr. Roosevelt comes back from his trip.

500 000 Catholics. 
Most t>f the princes of the church 
already were within the conclav e 
qu artets when 
William 
Cardinal 
O'Connell of Boston, the last 
to 
arriv e reached Rome a little more 
than an hour before the opening 
of the conclav e He and two South 
American cardinals joined them 
completing the gathering. 
It was the first time in m a n y 
years that the entire college w as 
present for a conclav e. 
The sun breaking throug h a s u d ­ 
den shower encircled the Vatican 
with a rainbow' as the cardinals 
went into conclav e. 
Before the doors were locked, 
a tt e n d a n ts rushed the last pieces 
of baggage and supplies for then 
Lenten 
meals 
into 
the conclav e 
quarters. 
Prelim inary ( eremonie* 
Only cerem on ies preliminary to 
the v oting were performed 
The 
cardinals 
and 
their 
conclav ists 
swore the oath of secrecy and were 
kicked up in a wing of the V a ti­ 
can. after saying pra yers to the 
Holy Ghost for guidance The a c t ­ 
ual v oting begins tomorrow. 
The cardinals began to gathei at 
the Vatican early in the afternoon. 
As they entered, they were s a l u t­ 
ed by the noble gu a rd in the royal 
hall They then went to the hall 
of 
the v estments, where each donned 
the croccia. or v iolet wool cape 
which he will w ea r throug ho ut the 
cone la v e. 
Accompanied by their conclav ­ 
ists a priest and a serv an t to a s ­ 
sist each cardinal, the princes of 
the church walked to the Pauline 
chapel. Ear h w a s flanked by Swiss 
guards. 
At the threshold of the chapel, 
other Swiss g u a rd s saluted them 
and

cardinals
